American farmer’s farm income is 
now greater than in the period before 
the war After paying taxes, interest 
and wages, all of which have traveled 
up In the balloon, the owners and op- 
erators of the farms of the United 
‘states have a cash balance large 
enough to buy about 3 per cent more 
than they could in 1913. 

The figures are from a study made 

plic yesterday by H. W. Moorhouse, 
statistician of the Brookmire research 
jaboratory, who is rated an authority 
on farm economics. The compilation 
represents two or three years’ work. 

Taxes, debt and high labor are the 
jtems that in recent years have bur- 
dened the farmer. In 1924 the bank 
and mortgage interest burden \was 
gouble what it was in 1913. Taxes 
were three times what they were in 
1913, while wages paid were 50 per 
cent higher. 

Increase of 3 Per Cent. 

Deducting these most oppressive 
items, Mr. Moorhouse computes that 
the balance left to the farmers was 66 
per cent higher than in 1913. Figuring 
in the diminished buying power of the 
dollar, it represents an increase of 
about 3 per cent in actual purchasing 
/power over pre-war days. 

If it were not for higher interest 
and taxes, the net income of the 
farmer would run 10 per cent higher 
than eleven or twelve years ago. Back 
in 1913 the balance remaining to own- 
ers and operators for a living after 
paying fixed charges, wages and busi- 
ness expenditures was approximately 
$3,000,000,000. In 1924 it is placed at 
$4,770,000,000. 

Taking out expenditures for imple- 
ments and machinery, harness, feed, 
fertilizers and business use of automo 
biles the farmer has a balance large 
enough to buy just about as much as 
he could in 1913—it stands just 1 per 
cent below the 1913 mark in purchas- 
ing power, which is regarded as sig- 
nificant inasmuch as the farm outlay 
for automobiles has rigen from a jre- 
war average of about $50,000,000 to 
around $1,000,000,000, according to the 
study. . 

Better Than Before War. 

Half of this outlay is charged to the 
business account. The figures support 
what observers have noted in the mid- 
dle west in recent years, even during 
the slump period, that the agricultural 
plant of America is on a vastly better 
basis than ore the war.

15 DIE, HUNDREDS 
HURT; JUGO-SLAV 
PREMIER VICTOR

VIENNA, Austria, Feb. 9.—Terror- 
ism and murder controlled the results 
of the Jugo-Slavian elections Sunday 
and gave the veteran Premiér Pachich 
a small majority in Skuptchina, ac- 
cording to dispatches received here 
today. At a cost of about fifteen 
dead, more than a hundred seriously 
wounded, and several hundred slightly 
injured during the election riots, the 
new kingdom of Croats, Serbs, and 
Slovenes becomes the third of the 
southern European states to accept 
what is practically a dictatorship. 
The struggle centered in the ques- 
tion of whether the king and the mili- 
tary junta, which controls every move 
of Pachich, should-Sule in Jugo-Slavia 
or whether the Croats and Slovenes 
should boast state rights.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 9.—The 
position America has heid in Turkey 
for several years after the war rapid- 
ly is being undermined. 

The failure of the American senate 
to ratify the new treaty of amity and 
commerce which was negotiated at 
Lausanne in the summer of 1923, and 
the possibility that the treaty will not 
come before the senate until 1926, has 
considerably annoyed the Turkish gov- 
ernment, because it wishes to resume 
normal diplomatic relations and send 
an ambassador to Wasnington with- 
cut waiting another yea:. 

The American oil and tobacco com- 
panies which wish to extend their 
plants are unable to because no Amer- 
icans are permitted to acquire or trans- 
fer property in Turkey, although this 
isa blanket order applying to nationals 
of all countries which Lave not made 
new treaties with Turkey. 


Americans Urge Ratification. 


Admiral Mark Bristo:, American 
high commissioner, ani every Amer- 
ican business, educatioval, and mis- 
sionary organization in the near east 
have recommended to the senate to 
ratify the treaty and ‘hs only opposi- 
tion is the Greek and Armenian in- 
terests in the United S‘ates. There is 
no chance of America cetting more 
privileges in Turkey than. the allies 
secured by the Lausan-ie treaty, but 
the Greeks and Armenians at home 
simply wish to injure Turkey in every 
way 


.. At the éxpense of America, therefore. 


the French, German, British, and Ital. 
lan commercial] interests are now build- 
ing up the most valuable oil and min- 
eral properties in Turkey, including 
some of the richest copper mines in the 
world. 


First to Recognize Kemal. 


In the first days of th national 
movement in Anatolia Admiral Bristol 
gave the first recognition of any power 
when he telegraphed all the American 
schools and missions, “‘ Accept Kemal- 
ist protection.’’ Admiral Bristol again 
won the undying gratitude of the 
Turkish nation when he and other 
members of the commission which 
went went to Smyrna to investigate 
the Greek atrocities i: 1919 recom- 
mended that the Greek army immedi- 
ately be withdrawn from Asia Minor, 
although David Lloyd George sup- 
pressed the report. 

The Turkish newspapers continually 
express hope that he will be appointed 
ambassador.

YDRANGEAS and roses are both 
common bushes in this region, 
but the owners often fail to get 
the full benefit of the blossoms 
because they do not use the proper 
method of trimming necessary if the 
flowers are to be big and showy. 

Clipping off the long, straggling 
branches is not enough. In this cli- 
mate the best way to handle hy- 
drangeas is to trim the bush away, 
leaving about tcn buds. Some, how- 
ever, leave only about half that num- 
ber, to get extremely large blossoms. | 
The hydrangea should be trimmed'| 
each spring just before the buds break. 

Annual spring pruning is necessary 
to get big flowers on either the hy- 
drangae or garden rose. The hybrid 
perpetual rose and the tea rose are 
both pruned severely. 

Four or five buds are usually left on 
each rose bush that has come through 
the winter without injury.
